EURO-CUPS THIS 


The quarter-final ties of 
the European Cup, the 
continent’s prize for the 
champion clubs, might 
give the game in the Old 
World a great boost. 

Four clubs from the 
West and four others 
from behind the East 
Bloc clash in an indirect 
‘battle’ for supremacy. 

Now that Nottingham 
Forest have been 
eliminated, the question 
raised by millions of fans 
is — which team will 
succeed the Foresters 
as ‘Kings of Europe?” 

The eight survivors of 
the world’s toughest 
soccer club competition 
are Liverpool of England, 
Bayern Munich of West 
Germany, Real Madrid of 
Spain, Internazionale of 
\taly, Spartak Moscow of 
the Soviet Union, CSKA 
of Bulgaria, Red Star of 
Yuguslavia and Banik 
Ostrava of 
Czechoslovakia. 

Were the English 
champions still in the 
irrestitible mood of some 
months back, they would 
probably have been 
made hot favourites to 
carry off the title, which 
will be decided in the 
French capital Paris, the 
last Wednesday of May. 

But Liverpool today 

» are not the “old” Liver- 


pool at all. Many of the 
stars are still there but 
recent results have been 
disappointing even at 
Anfield, the Waterloo of 
many an ambitious side 
earlier. 

One reason why the 
Liverpudiians cannot 
feproduce their charac- 
teristic standard could 
be ‘the players’ lack of 
real motivation. 

Having won everything 
that club soccer offers, 
how can men like 
Daiglish, Clemence and 
others maintain the 
spirit of their earlier 
years week in week out? 

Maybe an ‘off year’, 
meaning no winning of 
cups and titles, would do 
Liverpool a world of 
good. 

Against CSKA Sofia, 
conquerors of Not- 
tingham Forest in the 
first round, it will not be 
easy for the Kop.

The sad thing about our soccer is that we keep 
repeating our own mistakes and follies. It’s all so 
terribly deja vu. 

Take the current crisis about the citizenship of 
Ken Boden and John Yzendoorn, both probably 
ineligible to represent Australia. 

It was ali so predictable that something like this 
would happen again. And again. 

We had a similar hoopla in 1965 when the team 
went to Phnom-Penh to play North Korea. 

Four years later FIFA had to arbitrate ina 
dispute in Seoul when the South Koreans claimed 
(rightly) that several of the Australian players were 
travelling with British passports. 

Then who will forget the circus with Jim Tansey 
in 1977 in Fiji when team manager Vic Tuting had 
to keep flying with him from Nadi to Suva and 
back trying to have him naturalised at the 
Australian consulate two days before our World 
Cup match with Taiwan. 

Now Boden and Yzendoorn. So what's new? 

It's hard to understand for a simple bystander 
like myself why the ASF, doesn’t keep a more ac- 
curate tab on these matters. 

We even have a World Cup committee, osten- 
sibly set up to look after the affairs of the Soc- 
ceroos — yet these goofs... 

Instead of a committee, it would be much better 
to have one man entrusted with the administration 
ot the Socceroo team and players — manager, for 
short. 

This person would have no other task or 
responsibility ‘but to keep in touch with the Soc- 
ceroo squad members, arrange their travels, 
documents, payments, compensations, etc. 

We have quite a few able administrators in Syd- 
ney who, for a modest stipend, would be happy 
and capable of doing all this. 

It’s a very false economy on the part of the ASF 
not to appoint such a manager. 


I don’t blame Rudi Gutendort for his lack of 
local know-how; |. do blame his friends and ad- 
visers for not enlightening him sufficiently and 
professionally about matters relating to our past. 

Rudi keeps bragging about the many young 
talent which he has brought to the surface; it 
always reads as if he had done something unique 
and revolutionary. 

It’s time somebody told him about the large 
number of talented youngsters produced in the 
1950s, 1960s and even 1970s. 

Has Rudi ever heard of the legendary “Canter- 
bury Kids” which, under the care of Joe Viasits, 
became the best ever “local” team in Australian 
soccer? 

Has he been told of the skill, exuberance and 
‘success of the team which had such teenagers as 
John Watkiss, John and Geoff Warren, Brian 
Smith, Ron Corry, Jimmy Moore, Bruce Young and 
several others? 

Or has he ever heard of other teenagers such as 
Westwater, Manuel, Baartz, Abonyi, Vojtek, Perin, 
and some more who all played for Australia — and 
regularly, too — at a younger age than Sharne, 
Jankovics and others? 

Actually, Gutendorf’s boasts about “youth” 
reveal his lack of knowledge of Australian con- 
ditions. 

Those who have observed the scene carefully 
over the years know that we never had trouble fin- 
ding exciting young players — the problem was 
keeping them after their mid-20s. 

To boast that we have talented and promising 
18 or 20-year-olds is just as silly as ABC commen- 
tator Ron May's annual hysteria that a girl, 14, has 
established a new swimming record. 

Girls at 20 are long retired — so of course it’s 
he ie and 14-year-olds who are at the top, who 
else 

1 venture to go a step further: many, if not most, 
of our locally produced players are better at 18 or 
20 than they are at 26. 

There have been only a handful of exceptions to 
this pattern and, if Rudi stays here long enough, 
he will se it for himself, too. 


During an interview tast week in another soccer 
publication, Rudi Gutendorf was quoted as saying 
that he wants no World Cup matches to be played 
in Sydney, only in Melbourne and Canberra. 

“In Sydney we have problems...1 am not in- 
terested in Sydney...they treat us very bad there... 

So, he said, he would ask the ASF to schedule 
all World Cup matches for Melbourne or Canberra. 

I hope the ASF tells Rudi where to get off. 
Surely we have not yet reached the stage when a 
coach is allowed to make policy decisions. 

The fact is it's not the Socceroos who are 
having problems in Sydney but Gutendorf. And no 
wonder, the way he carries on 

Luckily, the ASF has more sense than to accept 
such crazy suggestions from Gutendort and lose 
tens of thousands of dollars in revenue. 

From which, we may add, Rudi is paid.
